RELIGIOUS ISSUE 
EMBROILS FRANCE 


General Riots Follow Attempt 
of the Government to 
Close the Catholic 
Schools. 


POLICE ARE KEPT BUSY. 


Crowds of Women Attack Sol- 
diers Enforcing the Orders 
of Premier Combes in 
Many Cities.

PARIS, July 28.—Resentment against 
closing the schools kept by the religious so- 
cieties gains ground in Paris, where the 
nationalists are making capital of the situa- 
tion to agitate the republic. 

The prevailing opinion is that Premier 
Combes was Ill advised in enforcing drastic- 
ally by military and by police what, after 
all, is merely his own interpretation of the 
ambiguously worded law, without having 
previously obtained the judgment of a tri- 
bunal or of the Court of Cassation making 
clear what its real meaning is. 

It will be remembered that former Premier 
Waldeck-Rousseau positively declared that 
the law of associations did not apply to the 
primary schools maintained by religious so- 
cleties. Moreover, these schools have been 
placed in impossibility of complying with 
the law because they were not notified of 
the necessity of demanding an authoriza- 
tion until after the expiration of the period 
during. which such a demand could be 
made. * 5 


Schools Not Large Enough. 


Bes.des this, the government schools are 
not large or numerous enough to accommo- 
date the thousands of pupils now deprived 
of primary instruction by the closing of the 
religious schools, and primary education 
throughout France is obligatory. 

Opinion here is that the schools now closed 
will be allowed to make application for au- 
thorigation, and in the autumn will all be 
back again, so all the excitement and agita- 
tion yesterday and today will be picturesque 
incidents, but can have no politic effect one 
way or the other. G. 18 


All France in Turmoil. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, July 23.—All France is in a turmoil 
over the efforts of the government to close 
the Catholic schools heretofore conducted 
by the religious orders. In many cities and 
towns the people have resisted to such an 
extent that gendarmes have been called upon 
to close the proscribed schools. 

In Paris thousands of Catholic children 
are unable to find room in the public schools. 


Sympathy tor the Nuns. 

Considerable sympathy has been worked 
up on behalf of the nuns and their schools 
have been made the particular objects of 
demonstrations. The clericals called upon 
their sympathizers to meet outside of the 
school conducted by the Sisters of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul, in the northeast quarter of 
Paris, which was closed this afternoon, and 
a considerable crowd gathered there, com- 
pelling a large body of police and mounted 
municipal guards to form a cordon in the 
streets leading to the school, 

A few trifling collisions occurred between 
the clericals and counter demonstrators, 
who replied to the clericals’ cries of Long 
live the good sisters! and Vive le Über- 
tie!“ with Down with the priests!’’ and 
“Long live the republic!“ A nationalist 
member of the chamber of deputies was ar- 
rested while trying to force his way through 
thé police cordon, but was subsequently re- 
leased. 

Women Fight Police. 

Today several hundred women gathered 
in front of a church in the Ternes quarter 
while some expelled sisters were departing. 
The police interfered and several of the 
crowd struck them with stocks. Among 
those arrested were Deputies Pagliesi Conti 
and an archdeacon. They were subsequent- 
ly released. 

Another Riot in Evening. 

A serious disturbance occurred at half past 
10 o'clock this evening on the terrace at the 
Café de Musee de Cluny. The police 
cleared the café. Several persons were in- 
jured and twenty-five arrests were made. 

Some disorderly meetings of Catholics 
were held during the course of the evening, 
resulting in scuffles and the making of ar- 


rests. 
Disturbances in France. 

At St. Hippolyte, in Gard, there is a school 
belonging to an iron works company. The 
workmen became excited over the possibility 
of the expulsion of the sisters. The mana- 
ger of the works locked the sisters in the 
school and refused toallowthemtogo. The 
police did not interfere. 

At Rennes and other towns immense crowds 
attended the departing sisters to the railway 
Stations, cheering them all the way. 

It now appears that 300 persons were ar- 
rested in the rioting yesterday, and numerous 
prosecutions are pending, though the major- 
ity of the prisoners were released. Fresh 
meetings to protest in favor of the religious 
orders are expected to be held tomorrow, 
while the radical and socialist papers are 
urging the republicans to meet at the Pan- 
theon as a counter demonstration. 


People Defend the Schools. 

At Landerneau, in Brittany, a crowd of 
farmers and women have mounted guard be- 
fore the school of the White Sisters await- 
ing the arrival of the police. The inhabi- 
tants of the village of Ploudaniel, who also 
are guarding the sisters’ school, seized a lay 
schoolmaster and thrashed him with nettles. 

At La Bresse, in the department of Vosges, 
the commissary of police, accompanied by 
gendarmes, thrice tried to approach the con- 
gregationalist school in order to effect its 
closure but was obliged to abandon the at- 
tempt, because of the threatening attitude of 
the population. 

At St. Ambroix, near Nimes, the demon- 
strators detached the horses from the car- 
riages which were conveying the sisters to 
the railway station and dragged the vehicles 
with their occupants back to the convent, 

shouting Down with the tyrants!" The 
gendarmes were powerless to prevent the de- 
monstrators from carrying out their plans, 
and reinforcements had to be summoned, 


Support for the Government. 
Against these and similar incidents, how- 
ever, must be set off the addresses in support 
of the government voted by many municipal 
councils. 

While considerable sympathy is felt with 
the sisters personally, Prime Minister 
Combes undoubtedly feels that he is support- 
ed by the mass of the country and is not like-

TO FACE WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 


Sum of $1,650,000 Paid for London 
Site for Headquarters of the Univer- 
sal Church.

MANCHESTER, July 23.—At the Wes- 
leyan conference here today Mr. Robert 
William Parks, M. P., treasurer of the Free 
church congress, who is well known in con- 
nection with Mr. Yerkes’ London enter- 
prises, announced that $1,041,000 had been 
promised for the fund of $5,000,000, which 
British Wesleyan Methodists started to col- 
lect three years ago for the object of edu- 
cational, religious, and philanthropic. pur- 


poses. 

He stated that the Methodists had se- 
cured the Royal Aquarium theater prop- 
erty, facing Westminster Abbey, on which 
they would build a great hall which is to 
be called the Central Headquarters of 
Universal Methodism.” 

The price paid was $1,650,000. The ground 
comprises two and one-half acres, and on 
it also stands Mrs, compan s Imperial the- 
ater. 

It is probable that some atfangement 
will be made by which the Imperial the- 
ater will remain where it is, though it may 
be transformed into an annex of the church 
house, the building of which is expected to 
commence early in 1903. 

Since it was opened in 1876 the Aquarium 
has been a famous place of amusement for .

HITCH IN MORGAN 
SHIPPING PLANS, 


Reports in London That His 
. Proposed Combine Is Like- 
ly to Be a Complete 


Failure. 


BACK IN OLD CONTROL. 


Steamer Companies Absorbed 
Last May Said to Have 
Resumed Their In- 
dividuality.

LONDON, July 24,3 a. m.—A serious breach 
hag taken place in J. Pierpont Morgan’s 
transatlantic ship combine, which may re- 
sult in the failure of the project. : 

The Daily Mail this morning announces 
that the White Star, Dominion, Leyland, and 
American lines have all, within the last few 
days, resumed their own individual manage- 


ment. 
Reports Not Definite. 

Other London newspapers make similar 
statements, although no confirmation is of- 
fered. 

The company owning the Dominion line 
has issued a circular announcing a delay in 
the completion of the purchase of the com- 
pany’s shares by the Morgan syndicate. It 
adds that, although there is reason to be- 
lieve that the purchase will be shortly com- 
pleted, the board of directors has determined 
to pay a 5 per cent dividend. 

Dominion Sale Not Closed. 

The Dominion circular reminds the share- 
holders that under the agreement of sale 
with the Morgan syndicate the business of 
the company from Jan. 1, 1901, hag been 
carried on for their account, so, on the com- 
pletion of the purchase, all dividends paid 
since that date will be accounted for by de- 
ducting the amount from the purchase price. 

The details of the Morgan combination were 
announced on May 8 of the present year, al- 
though the deal had been on foot for many 


months, 
Scope of Morgan Deal. 

In brief, a group of American financiers, 
headed by J. Pierponmt Morgan, arranged for 
a combination of British and American 
steamship lines. 

No difficulty was experienced in securing 
control of the American, Dominion, and Ley- 

lines. The most serious obstacle wae 
in acquiring the White Star line, but this 
was, apparently, overcome. 

The big German steamship companies, the 
Hamburg-American and the North German 
Lloyd, became parties to the agreement, but 
did not enter the Morgan combination. 

With the lines named secured, the Morgan 
combine began a campaign for the purchase 
of the Cunard line, but in this it has not 
been successful. 


English Public Aroused. 

The English public saw in Morgan’s com- 
bine a plan to transfer the bulk of British 
shipping to the American flag. Parliament 
was appealed to to prevent, if possible, the 


service necessary in time of war. 

To allay public apprehension Morgan 
agreed to enter into a fifty-year contract 
with the British government placing the 
ships owned by the combine at the disposal 
of the admiralty in time of war. The offer, 
however, was not accepted. 


SHARP LIGHTNING FLASHES 
ACCOMPANY HEAVY RAINFALL. 


Cloudburst North of the City Buries 
Vast Area of Hay Land Under Water 
and Drowns Out Militia Camp.

Sharp flashes of lightning were features 
of yesterday's act in the almost continu- 
ous rain performances.

WHY HE WILL PRINT BIBLE 


EDITOR HODGE EXPLAINS SERIAL 
STORY SCHEME. 


‘Assumption, III., Publisher Who In- 
tends to Run Portion of Scriptures 
Each Week in Hit Paper Gives His 
Reasonus—Ciaims Interest Will Be 
Increased and People Will Read 
Who Now Never Look Inside the 
Book. 


Assumption, III., July 23.—[Special.]— 
Carleton F. Hodge, who will in this week's 
issue of his paper, the Assumption Weekly 
Independent, begin the publication of the 
bible as a serial story, in explaining his de- 
termination, declares people who never look 
inside of their own bibles will read the scrip- 
tures in a newspaper. He claims that, when 
printed in a newspaper, the bible will be- 
come sufficiently worldly to attract readers. 

Mr. Hodge is undertaking a long contract. 
If he prints one column from the bible in his 
paper each week it will be nearly fifty years 
before he can write “ Concluded in our 
next.“ 

Mr. Hodge argues that his serial will prove 
as entertaining as any fiction he can find, 
and, besides spreading the gospel, will ma- 
terially add to the circulation of the Weekly 
Independent. His scheme has already at- 
tracted much attention and he 16 daily in 
receipt of letters from ministers and others, 
some praising his scheme, others censuring 


him. 
Hodge Tells His Reasons. 
In talking of his reasons for deciding to 
print the bible Mr. Hodge seid today: 


“Why do I publish the bible? To the ma- 
jority of persons the publication of this old- 


senseless waste of space, considering its 
already vast circulation. 

„Let us consider. How many people who 
own bibles—have always owned bibles—and 
would blush to confess to the lack of one, 
ever sean the inside of the book? ow 
many of this number, were they so inclined, 
would be able, from their utter unfamiliari- 
ty with its character, to select a passage or 
gection from which to read that would 
prove interesting enough to warrant a repeti- 
tion of the experiment? Woyld they not 
lay it aside with at least a mental observa- 
tion that it was dry?“ 


Bible a Liberal Educator. 


“The bible, considered from a standpoint 
wholly foreign to moral sentiment, is a lib- 
eral education. if read and studied consci- 
entionsly—or with perseverance, if you pre- 
fer. Then why not serve it to them in modest 
courses once a week—time enough between 
in which to digest the contents? And why 
not begin at the beginning? Does one 
thoroughly understand a question, a princi- 
ple, a piece of mechdnism, until he has gone 
to the bottom of it and worked up, step by 
step, every detail impressed upon his mind, 
until the whole is a part of himself? 

“For example, compare the man who is 
considered, to use a common expression, 
‘well informed’ with the college bred man. 
Not in the light of individual merit and 
worth, understand me, but as to thorough- 
ness amd comprehensiveness. One has bits 
of knowledge, gathered from many sources— 
good and substantial of its kind, but discon- 
nected, jumbled, and incomplete. -The col- 
lege man, or the college education, typifies 
the system—beginning at the beginning. 


All Will Find Something New. 


“I believe the bible asa serial in my paper 
will prove as interesting and entertaining to 
my readers as any fiction I could use. While 
I do not by that statement imply that my 
readers are more in the dark on the bible 
than other sections or that I am making a 
strenuous effort to bring a colony of heathen 
into the light, I believe the majority of those 
who believe they have ad the book will 
find something new and of interest in each 
installment of the story. 

“ There are, aside from those who are or 
claim to be bible students, a large class of 
readers—newspaper and fiction readers—who 
are indifferent to the bible; some who con- 
demn it without so much as a trial.

of Albert C. Latimer 
of Brooklyn came to an end today. The 
jury deliberated for two hours and announced 
that the murderer of Latimer on the night 
of July 9 was an unknown person. Parker, 
the witness, was denounced after the hearing 
both by the police and by the brothers of the 


man. 

“His testimony,” said William Latimer, 

was a dastardly attempt to blacken the 

character of a good woman and to bring 
an innocent man into the electric chair.” 

The wording of the verdict was: 

„We find that the deceased, Albert C. Lat- 
imer, came to his death on the 9th day of 
July, 1902, from shock, internal hemorrhage, 
and pneumonia, following a penetrating pis- 
tof wound in the chest, inflicted by some un- 
known person. We think an ante-mortem 
statement should have been taken. The tes- 
timony in this case is in such shape that it 
is impossible for us to determine Be whom 
the blame should be laid to, no tement 
having been obtained from the dying man.” 

Only two witnesses were examined before 
the case went to the jury. Henry J. Parker, 
who said he was employed by Albert C. Lat- 
imer to shadow Tuthill and Mrs. Latimer, 
was not permitted to give testimony of a 
sensational character, as he promised he 
could do, nor was he allowed to repeat al- 
leged conversations he said he had with Mr. 
Latimer. 

The district attorney said that such testi- 
Tony was illegal. 

Parker testified that Latimer took him to 
Tuthill’s house and that he watched it until 
he saw Tuthill come cut. He then watched 
the Latimer house and shadowed ”’ Tuthill 


and Mrs. Latimer. 


. Tuthill visited the Latimer house, Parker 
said, but he never saw Mr. Tuthill and Mrs.

Under an opinion recently 
given by City Attorney Owens widows of po- 
licemen who died from natural causes after 
having been in the service ten years are en- 
titled to no specific pensions and must be 
satisfied with any amount the board may 
vote them. As such widows are said to con- 
stitute about one-third of the pensioners it 
is probable that the monthly pension rol 
will be cut.

There were rapid developments yesterday 
in the inquiry of alleged bribery attempts in 
the Martin Howe murder case. Detectives 
working under the direction of State's At- 
torney Deneen found that C. A. McDonald, 
the juror who caused the disagreement, has 
a record and that his picture is in the rogues’ 
gallery. It is declared, too, that close rela- 
tions exist between several suspected jurors 
“who have served in criminal cases during the 
last year when queer verdicts were re- 
turned. 

During the afternoon Martin Howe’s bond 
of $20,000 was ordered forfeited by Judge 
Brentano and a capais for Howe was issued. 
The state's attorney will contend that Howe 
be kept in jail until he is again placed on 
trial for the killing of John F. Harty. 


Hope to Get the “Tall Man.”

1891, with his brother, William McDonald, 
and John Smith, charged with robbing 
Charles Uplegger’s barber shop at 42 Hal- 
sted street. The burglary charge against 
McDonald was stricken from the docket on 
Feb. 14, 1802, without any apparent reason. 

The detectives were told, too, that two of 
the McDonald brothers were arrested on a 
charge of murder some years ago; that 
Charles turned state’s evidence and that the 
convicted brother died in prison. McDonald, 
it is declared, is still in the city.

FIND MANS BODY 
SEWED IN SACKS. 
New- Yorkers 83 Corpse, 


with Throat Cut and 
Blood Still Flowing. 


THROWN FROM WAGON. 


Bathers at the Narrows Stumble 
Upon Murder Mystery, Which 
Puzzles Police. 


New York, July 28.—[ Special.] Four boys 
going in swimming near Fort Hamilton to- 
night at dusk found the body of a man tied 
in a gunnysack, the throat cut from ear 
to ear, hidden in the bushes near the waters 
of the bay. The blood was still oozing from 
the body. The man had not been dead 
many hours. There was no clew to his iden- 
tity or.of those who had carried the body into 
the bushes. 

The detectives are sure more than one 
person was concerned in the crime. 


Description of the Victim. 
This is the description of the dead man 


sent out tonight for the information of the 


public: 

Nine o'clock this afternoon a man about 85 years 
old, 5 feet 10 inches, 200 pounds, fair complexion, 
dark hair, brown sandy mustache, gray eyes, 
thumb and forefinger of left hand cut off, found 
foot of Seventy-third street, sewed in old English 
grain sack; throat cut from ear to ear; rope tied 
around head; no clothes on body; found seventy 
feet on shore in bushes. 

No Clews Are Found. 

The hands showed no marks ot labor. They 
were soft and clean as the hands of a clerk 
or a banker might be. The muscles were 
firm. Though the man was large, he was not 
fat. There was not a shred of clothing on 
the body or in any of the wrappings which 
had been tied around it. 

There is a house a few hundred feet from 
the hiding place of the body. No one there 
was able to help the police in finding out how 
the body came. The trees and underbrush 
grow so thickly along the shore, however, 
that a considerable body of men, bearing a 
heavy burden, might have moved along the 
water for a quarter of a mile or more without 


doing seen from thie house. 


Body Tied Up in Sacks. 

When the body was taken to the station 
house the sack was examined carefully. 
The neck of it was drawn together with 
half inch hemp rope, which had been let 
through a number of holes roughly punched 
about the edge of the opening. When this 
rope was untied and the neck opened out a 
number of sheets of the New York Times 
of the issue of Sunday, July 12, were found 
wadded together. These were dabbled with 
blood, but were not soaked through. 

An inner bag was of the same material 
as the other, but was much worn and soiled, 
and the weave of it was fiknsier. The neck 
of this one was neatly sewed up with coarse 
string. A needle’ had apparently been used 
in running the string through the sacking, 
which was saturated with blood. There was 
not the slightest coagulation of the blood 
observable on the wrappings. 

The opening of the second bag disclosed a 
lot more sheets of the Times of July 13 
wadded together and soaked with blood. 


Find Sack of Clothing. 


There was no cut or stab wound visible 
on the body except that across the throat. 
There were no bruises except a number of 
scraped spots on the right ride from the 
shoulder to the calf of the leg. These 
scraped spots were clean. ° 

Detectives made a search in the neighbor- 
hood where the body had been found and 
discovered a short distance away a bag al- 
most exactly similar to that which had cov- 
ered the body. This contained a black suit 
of clothes; a shirt, pair of shoes, and derby 
hat of the same color, and a suit of white 
underwear. The hat bore a mourning band. 
All the garments were soaked with blood, 
and it seemed probable the coat and trousers 
had been used as a mop to absorb the blood. 


Body Thrown from Wagon. 


From the relative positions of the two bags 
when found it was probable they had been 
brought to the spot im a wagon, from which 
they were thrown in passing. The bundle 
containing the body, being much heavier, 
had rolled several yards nearer the sea and 
had only been stopped by the clump of 
bushes and tall grass in which it was found. 
In its course it had broken a section of fence 
and two or three saplings. The police be- 
lieve the murderers had come to the stop, 
supposing it was high water and that they 
could heave the body. from the heigh«e di- 
rectly into the sea. aoe

ATTACK ON MINORITY LAW 


VOTERS’ LEAGUE WILL SEEK TO 
HAVE IT REPEALED.| 
President George E. Cole Says Statute 
Aids Bilection of Bad Legisiators 
Through “Piamping” of Votes — 
Party Leaders Charged with Split- 
ting Up Their Strength to Prevent 

‘ Defeat of Their Nominees by Inde- 
pendents. 


The Legislative Voters’ league sees an 
obstacle to its efforts to reform the general 
assembly in the minority representation 
law. President George E. Cole says that 
so long as that law remains in force bad 
men can get elected to the lower house of 
the legislature, and he says an effort will 
be made next winter to have it repealed. 

This statute provides that each senatorial 


democratic representation or an independ- 
ent in the place of one of the partisans in 
the popular branch of the law making body. 
A few independents have held seats in every 
assembly since this law was enacted, but 
only in the event of bitter factional strife 
do the voters of either of the two old par- 
ties fail to support the regular nominees. . 


Calls Plumping an Evil. “, 
Each district is entitled to three repre- 
sentatives. In the republican districts that 
party nominates two and the democrats one 
candidate, and vice versa. Each voter has 
the privilege of voting for three candidates, 
or of giving three votes to one candidate. 
Those of the dominant party may divide 
their three votes between the two candidates, 
while members of the minority party, as a 
rule, “plump” their three votes for their 
one candidate. 
This plumping.“ it is said-By officials of 
the leagues, makes it difficuh to elect an 
independent where one is most needed. The 
charge is made that the leaders of the old 
parties, where their nominees are attacked 
by independent candidates, form combina- 
— so to split the vote as to prevent de- 
eat. 


Wants the Law Amended. 


The claim of the league people is that re- 
peal of the minority representation law 
would do away with the plumping bust 
ness. Their proposition is for a revision of 
the law to prevent any candidate receiving 
a plumped vote. The voter would still 
have the privilege of casting three legislative 
votes, but he would have to divide them 
among three candidates, practically nullify- 
ing the purpose of the act. 

Mr. Cole believes that a law of this kind 
would go further than almost anything else 
toward stopping the nominations of objec- 
tionable candidates: He win use his best 
endeavors to ure its enactment, but it 
must be done through an amendment to the

Kaiser Will Go Anyway. | 
It is scarcely likely that Emperor William 


lll act upon Chamberlain von Morawski’s 
Appeal. because his majesty never permits 


‘himself to change his plans on account of 
the timidity of his advisers. He goes any- 
‘where he thinks duty calls him: and, besides. 
It is his purpose to declare the government's 
Polish policy while in Polish territory; and 
his giving up of personal supervision of the 
‘Maneuvers would be unprecedented. 
The Polish question is regarded as the most 
Pregnant in the government’s domestic poli- 
ey. While no observer believes the Polioh 
agitation can really amount to much ulti- 
mately, it is embarrassing the relations with 
Austria and Russia. 
The Poles in Galicia enjoy local self-gov- 
‘ernment and press privileges which are not 
‘in ‘gue in Prussian Poland, and continual 
‘cQitrasts are made in the Austrian press be- 
tween the conditions existing in Galicia and 
in the province of Posen tat annoy this 
government and tend to weaken the triple 
alliance.

IRISH DEBATE IN. COMMONS. 


John Redmond Declares Ireland Is a 
Greater Menace to the Empire than 
for Twenty-five Years, 


LONDON, July 23.—The house of com- 
mons tonight entered on a series of Irish 
debates. John Redmond, chairman of the 
Irish parliamentary party, moved the re- 
duction of the salary of the chief secretary, 
George Wyndham, Mr. Redmond mdin- 
tained that Mr. Wyndham had done nothing 
for the country and that the Irish problem 
Was more dangerous to the empire today 
than’ it had been for a quarter of a century. 

Mr: Wyndham, in reply, declared he could 
at present offer no constructive policy. He 
maintained that there could be no cessa- 
tion of agrarian strife, no revival of in- 
dustry, and no stanching of the flow of emi- 
gration, and that the idea of home rule is 
impossible until the desolating process of 
Social proscription and the miasma of fear 
Which penetrated and paralyzed every nerve 
of national life were repudiated by the good 
sense of the people and repressed by the 
power of the government.. 

Mr. Wyndham’s accusation that T. W. 
Fussell palliated disorder during the De 
Freyne evictions brought out a heated de- 
nial from Mr. Russell, who declared that 
only a man who had sold himself body and 
foul to the landlords and evictors would 
dare make such an accusation. Dealing with 
the formation of the Irish land trust Mr. 
Russell said it would provoke a war, the 
end of which no man could foresee.

LONDON, July 24,3 a. m,—Organized Eng- 
lish trades, now that they have become rich, 
have been exposed to attack by employers 
in the courts. The Taff Vale and other re- 
cent decisions have established the prin- 
ciple that trades unions can be held re- 
sponsible for breaches of the law and com- 
pelled to pay damages collectively for acts 
of individual members. A fresh application 
of this principle is sought in an important 
action ught by several colliery firms 
against the Miners’ federation, which has a 
membership of over 125,000. This ease, in 
which Rufus Isaacs for the workingmen ts 
pitted against Sir Edward Clark, is a suit 
for damages caused by a cessation of work 
at the collieries for four successive days 
under orders of the federation. It is at- 
tracting much attention, since a decision in 
favor of the employers in the courts will 
complete the record and establish the re- 
sponsibility of the federated labor union for 
the acts of its officers, even when no ag- 
gressive action, such as picketing, is taken 
and nothing more serious than stopping 
work for a few extra holidays had been or- 
dered. 

These litigations are of importance to the 
labor unions, since they involve the risk that 
every strike will be followed by demands 
for damages and exhaustion of the savings 
8 the workers in reimbursing employers’ 
osses.

LOST TEACHERS SLAIN 


AMERICANS MURDERED BY LA- 
DRONES IN CEBU. 


War Department Notified That Four 
Who Were Missing Since Juhe 10 
Have Been Found Murdered—Lead- 
er of Murderers Killed and Others 
Captured—All Victims Were Young 
Men

Washington, D. C., July 23.—[Special.}j— 
The war department today received a cable- 
gram from Manila saying that the school 
teachers lost in the island of Cebu, and who 
it was hoped might be saved, had been mur- 
dered by Ladrones. 

The four men had been missing since June 
10, and natives captured recently said that 
they had seen the prisoners alive. 

The message to the war office says: John

STATE ENTERS WATER POWER 
FIGHT FOR CANAL TRUSTEES. 


On the Representations of Zina R. Car- 
ter Gov. Yates Expects to Take a 
Hand in Present Contest. 


Trustees of the sanitary district have ap- 
pealed to Gov. Yates.for the assistance of 
the state in the contest for the control of 
the water power along the canal. Trustee 
Zina R. Carter visited the governor in 
Springfield yesterday and obtained the prom- 
ise of that official to join with the drainage 
board in an effort to preserve the valuable 
rights to the district and the state. 

It has been discovered that under the law 
the drainage board is obligated to furnish 
a certain amount of power to the state on 
the completion of the undertaking. In order 
to comply with that requirement private con- 
trol of the water power must be avoided. 

My visit to Gov. Yates wad successful,” 
said Trustee Carter. I explained the sit- 
uation to him and showed him the interests 
of the state in keeping the control of the 
water power free from private enterprise. 
While I am not at liberty to say what our 
plans are, I am confident that the state will 
join with us in the protection of our mutual 
interests. 

Robert Gaylord, representing the company 
which seeks to build a dam and develop the 
water power of the canal at Joliet, appeared 
before the drainage board yesterday. He 
submitted in writing the offer for certain 
rights of the district made verbally at a pre- 
vious meeting. After a discussion of the 
offer it was placed on file for future consid- 
eration. 

A new factor has entered into the fight for 
the control of the water power of the canal. 
The city of Joliet claims title to the streets in 
the Desplaines river. The municipality has 
been offered several hundred dollars annual- 
ly for a ninety-nine year lease. The city is 
now looking up its rights in the case.

San Francisco, Cal., July 23.—({Special.]— 
No more strenuous work for Fitzsimmons. 
He cut it all out today. Instead of tramp- 
ing the roads of Golden Gate park to the 
Cliff house and back in the morning and 
boxing with “Hank” Griffin and others 
at the Olympic club after dinner, as planned 
upon his arrival here, he chopped it off sud- 
denly and unexpectedly. 

Fitz rambled around town about two hours 
after breakfast and pushed and hauled Grif- 
fin around his room at the hotel this after- 
noon. This comprised his day’s work. He 
argues he is as fit as the long siege of train- 
ing can make him, and from now until

He 
was a good natured, 
willing boy, always 
ready to help out 
trainers by exercising 
their horses. Taylor's 
home was in Louls- 
ville, Ky., and he was

Will Profit by Experience.

He 
admits he fought like an amateur upon that 
Occasion and that he held Jeff cheaply. 
He says he has profited by that fight and will 
box along careful lines in Friday’s fight. He 
knows he is going against the biggest. 
strongest, and heaviest man that has held 
the title of champion in this country, and 
that is why he wishes the rules strongly en- 
forced. 

“if Jeff licks me,“ he said yesterday, “I 
want him to de it -with clean blows and not 
from exhaustion from being hugged nor from 
shoulder butting. I am giving away too 
much weight and do not want to lug that 
extra weight around the ring.“ 


“ Fitz ” Pull of Confidence. 

“IT will win the fight on Friday night. If 
I did not think I would be able to reverse the 
decision awarded to Jeffries at our first 
meeting I never would have signed for a 
second. Some people think I am on the de- 
cline. ‘They will change their minds, how- 
ever, when they see me stripped for the 
fray, for they will then realize that I am 
huskier and stronger than ever. I have not 
done growing yet, as a comparison of my 
—— with those of past events will 

ow. 

“I want to win back the championship and 
then retire, for I know the honor is one that 
cannot be held a great while by any one man. 

In going against Jeffries I am picking 
the biggest and most powerful athlete of 
modern times for a contestant. He is the 
champion, and the man I will have to van- 
quish in order to become repossessed of the 
title he now holds. If I win over him I shall 
have to look no further for rivals, as I have 
whipped all other heavyweight candidates 
for the championship.”’ 

The big fellow also slowed down in his 
work today. He walked around Lake Mer- 
ritt, boxed four good rounds with his trainer, 
and worked about thirty minutes in the 
Symnasium. He weighed 214 pounds this 
morning, and by cutting out vigorous exer- 
Mises hopes to pick up from four to six 
pounds between now and the call of time. 


Jeffries Talks of Condition. 

Delaney is happy that the end is near at 
hand. Jeffries is also pleased, and this 
morning said: 

“ At this time, two days before the battle 
with Fitzsimmons for the championship of 
the world, I can truthfully say that I feel 
bigger and stronger than at any time dur- 
ing my career. 

I have trained long and faithfully for the 
event, and have reached a state of perfect 
condition. I do not think the man lives who 
can whip me, and I shall enter the ring 
fully confident that I will leave it a victor. 

“I have made a study of Fitzsimmons and 
think I know his methods better than he 
does mine, for I feel that during the last 
three years I have improved greatly while he 
has but little. If 1 win this battle I shall

FINE DRIVER SPEAR $250 


CLEVELAND TROTTING OFFICIALS 
SCENT SCANDAL. 


Lord Derby’s Pilot Is Yanked Out of. 
Sulky and Afterward Punished for 
Not Trying to Win in 2:07 Trot After 
Horse Is Backed at Ridiculous Odds 
~The Monk Finally Captures the 
Event and Bets Are Declared Off— 
Owner Could Not Save Spear.

Cleveland, O., July 23.—[Special.]—Scandal 
was rife at the Driving park this afternoon in 
connection with the 2:07 trot, in which the 
starters were The Monk, Lord Derby, and 
Dolly Dillon, and before the afternoon was 
over the crowd was treated to an exhibition 
of how justice is meted out at a track whose 
Officers are practical horsemen and familiar 
with every angle of the game. 

The net result was that George * 
driver of Lord Derby, was yanked from be- 
hind that horse before the second heat, 
George Saunders taking his place, and at the 
close of the race it was announced that 
Spear had been fined $250 for not trying to 
win. All bets on the result of the race were 
declared off, and the crowd cheered lustily 
at the discomfiture of the schemers. 

The race had a bad look from.the start. 
When pool selling began The Monk was made 
ta vorige at $100 to $20 for the field—a ridicu- 
lous rate when the capacity of Lord Derby 
was considered. This fact came to the 
knowledge of the track officials, and before 
the first heat Spear was called into the 
judges’ stand and told that he was expected 
to make every effort to win. With this in- 
junction fresh in his mind Spear got up be- 
hind, Derby, and, when the word was given, 
took him away behind the others and leisure- 
ly rode in that position all the way. Dolly 
Dillon took the lead and it was not until she 
was well into the, homestretch that The 
Monk was able to overtake the California 
mare. She broke at the long distance’stand, 


however, and The Monk simply jogred ; 
the wire in 2:07%4, an

horses came out for the second heat. Then 
Spear was called to the stand, told to dis- 
mount, and the horse handed over to George 
Saunders. The Monk went away in the lead. 
He set a moderate pace, with Lord Derby six 
open lengths behind. In the last half of the 
journey Geers crowded on steam, but, though 
The Monk was going at a terrific clip, Lord 
Derby slowly but surely closed the gap, and 
in the last stride got up and was first at the 
wire by a wink in 2:07%, with the people 
cheering like mad at the sensational finish. 

The betting was now even between Derby 
and the other two, but horsemen did not 
think he could come back after such a fast 
half, and they also doubted the ability of 
any man save his regular driver to get the 
horse safely around the first turn ata high 
rate of speed. This latter fear proved cor- 
rect, as Derby broke in the first sixteenth, 
allowing The Monk to win easily, with Dolly 
Dillon second. It was then that the judges 
announced a fine of $250 for Spear and de- 
— all bets on the result off. f 

was a narrow squeak for Spear. H 

Derby not broken he would certainly have 
won the heat and race, and in that case 
Spear was due for his second expulsion, hav- 
ing been put out of business ten years ago 
by the Cleveland track for pulling the stallion 
Temple Bar in a horserace here. E. E. Smath- 
ers, owner of Lord Derby, was at the track 
today, and after the judges had unseated 
Spear he made a pilgrimage to the stand 
and talked to the officials, but without effect.

President John Mitchell of the 
Mine Workers of America said last night 
that it would be impossible to tell how the 
money provided for by the Indianapolis con- 
vention would be distributed. The provis- 
ions for its use among the miners, he said, 
would have to be agreed upon after he re- 
turned east. 

Mr. Mitchell arrived last night from In- 
dianapolis. He went directly to McCoy's 
hotel, where he was met by President D., J. 
Keefe of the longshoremen. Both were un- 
communicative regarding the future action 
of their organizations in connection with 
the anthracite strike. Mr. Mitchell expects 


probably will remain until the strike ends. 

President Mitchell expressed gratification 
at the course pursued by the delegates. He 
said that an appeal to the public soon will 
be made by the miners. That appeal will 
be indorsed by the American Federation of 
Labor and will be addressed to the unions 
affiliated with the organization, as well as 
the public at large. He believed better re- 
sults would be attained from an appeal of 
this character than from an assessment by 
the federation. 

Committee to Handle Fund. 
“T cannot say how the funds raised in be- 
t of the miners will be distributed,” said 

r. Mitchell. That will be a question for 
the executive committee to settle when I re- 
turn to Pennsylvania. Whateyer they do, I 
am satisfied, will be satisfactory to the 
miners. The men have the interests of the 
organization at heart and will not indulge 
in any controversy that is likely to create 
frictiom.” Of one thing he was positive, that 
the miners have no. difficulty in holding out 
as long as it is found necessary for them to 
do so to win the strike. 
The $50,000 contributed yesterday by, the 
Ihlinois miners was the first installment of 
the fund that is to be contributed by the 
districts in this state.

Women employed in the packing houses 
have issued an appeal to organized labor for 
financial support An perfecting an organiza- 
tion. The appeal,.issued by Mise Ellen 
Lindstrom in behalf of Women’s union No. 
1 of the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen, asks aid for sixteen 
young women who, it is alleged, were dis- 
charged for joining the union. 

The appeal will be mailed today to every 
local Aabor organization in the city. It is 
the desire of the women to raise sufficient 
funde to support the discharged unionists 
until the time may arrive for President Don- 
nelly or the Packing Trades council to ask 
for their reinstatement. The appeal saye 
these girls have been locked out for ten 
weeks, and that, aa many of them are help- 
ing to support families, the need of financial 
assistance is pressing. 

Nearly 2,000 Employed. 
According to the 1900 report of the state 
factory inspector there were more than 
1,400 women employed in the stockyards. 
This was a heavy increase, being double the 
number in the yards in 1896. Since the 
issuance of that report there has been a 
large. increase in the number of women em- 
ployed in the packing houses, until today it 
is estimated there are fully 2,000 at work 
there.

Secretary H. F. Cellarius of Cincinnati sub- 
mitted his annual report, which showed 
there are now in the United States 5,302 1 al 
building and loan associations, with a total 
membership of 1,539,598 and assets amount-- 
ing to $565,887,988. 

Bullding loan association supervisors in 
a number of states have agreed that the 
associations were not sufficiently prompt in 
meeting the reduced interest rate, and that, 
as a result, they have lost some profitable 

The situation in Illinois and Missouri has 
been materially improved, although these 
states still continue to show rather heavy 
decreases in assets, Illinois having declined 
a little over $4,000,000 and Missouri about 
$2,000,000 during the last year. In Ohio sev- 
eral large building associations reorganized 
as trust companies.

The alderman’s suit for slander, which 
seeks damages of $50,000 from Hanreddy, 
was Med in the Superior court, and is based 
on the charge that the alderman’s reputa- 
tion has been injured to that extent by the 
bribery charges. Only a precipe, stating the 
amount*of damages sought was filed by At- 
torney Edward U. Fliehmann, counsel for 
Ald. Leininger. 

“ As soon as I learned officially that Han- 
reddy had made charges of bribery against 
me, I said I would begin suit for slander,’’ 
said Dr. Leininger. I will fight the suit to 
the end, too. There will be another action 
begun for criminal libel. I'll make good on 
that proposition, too.“ 

May Let Leininger Wait. 

Members of the grand jury are not anxious 
to call Dr. Leininger before them. They de- 
sire first, they assert, to investigate every 
line of evidence which has been opened by 
Hanreddy’s charges against the accused al- 
dermen. As a result, they are not inclined 
to follow Leininger’s wish and formally sub- 
peena him.

ROBERT H. MCLELLAN DEAD. 


Galena Citizen Identified with Develop- 
ment of Illinois Central Road and 
Other Affairs Dies Suddenly. 


Galena, III., July 28.—[ Special. Robert H. 
McClellan of thie city died suddenly while 
sitting in a chair m a grocery store today. 
He had walked from his home on the east 
side apparently in his usual good health, but 
on entering the store he complained of an 
acute painin his back. A few minutes later 
the pain shifted from his back te his heart 
an@ he expired. His son George, the only 
other member of the family now at home, 
was with him. He is survived by several 
children. 

Robert H. McClellan was born in Washing- 
ton county, N. ¥., Jan. 3, 1828; graduated at 
Union college, Schenectady, in 1847, and was 
admitted to the bar in 1850.. The same year 
he removed te Galena, III. During his fret 
winter here he edited the Galena Gazette 
and the following spring formed a partner- 
ship with John M. Douglas, afterwards gen- 
eral solicitor and president of the Illinois 
Central railiroad, which ended with the re- 
moval of the latter to Chicago, when Mr. Me- 
Clellan succeeded him as local attorney of 
the road at Galena. 

In 1864 Mr. McClellan became president of 
the Bank of Galena, later the National Bank 
of Galena, remaining in this capacity for over 
twenty years. He wee largely interested in 
local manufactories and financial institutions 
elsewhere. He served as republican repre- 
sentative in 1881-2 and as wale senator 
from 1876 to 1880.

There 
is no clerk whose place cannot be filled almost 
at a moment’s notice.

ft is said that the historical novel is dead 
and many sorely tried readers are ready to 
exclaim: “ Long live its successor, whatever 
it may be.“ The hero who has always trust- 
ed for literary fame to his cloak and sword 
and to his habit of rescuing distressed 
femininity will have to resort to other ex- 
pedients to gain attention, and the heroine 
may languish in towers and dungeons in- 
definitely for all the hero or the reader will 
eare. It is even a comfort for some Ameri- 
can readers to know that the star spangled 
banner will no longer wave in American 
fiction, and the thought that never again 
will they read of a southern hero falling in 


love with a northern charmer or vice versa f 


is to them full of sweetness. 

Of course, there are some historical novels 
that will live forever, and Thackeray's 
Henry Esmond may be counted among 
the undying ones—-among those that are 
human as well as historical. But too many 
of the modern novels of ‘this class have 
been what Mr. Howells describes as ad- 
dled history and bloody fable”; they are 
like the sweetened bread that is neither 
bread nor cake; there is too much sugar in 
it for bread and not enough flavoring and 
frosting to make it good cake. From such 
as these most readers will be glad to be de- 
livered. 

Of course, a series of problem novels 
is a thing to be dreaded, and so are the novels

FOREIGN AND DOMESTIC PRICES. 
Chairman Griggs of the democratic con- 
gressional campaign committee says he has 
been put in possession of some discount 
sheets of American manufacturers showing 
a marked discrimination in favor of the 
foreign buyer. Some of the alleged diserim- 


inations are as follows:

The probabilities are that the figures 
given above are substantially correct. If 
the domestic and foreign prices of many 
other home made articles which are ex- 
ported could be obtained the same dis- 
crimination in favor of the foreign buyer 
would be shown. 

If the discount sheets of English, French, 
and German manufacturers could be ob- 
tained it would appear in most instances 
that they get more for the goods they sell at 
home than for the goods they send abroad. 
English manufacturers, whenever there was 
competition, asked more at home than 
abroad while their industries were pro- 
tected, and do so now under the free trade 
régime. It is necessary often to do it to 
get into a market or to retain a market. 
When a competitor in a foreign country is 
protected by a tariff a cut in prices is all the 
more necessary. 

A. difference between the foreign and 


‘domestic price is not due exclusively to tue 


protective system. It is found in a free 
tradé country. It will occur under the free 
trade or the protective system wherever a 
manufacturer produces in excess of the 
domestic demand. He must restrict his 
output or sell his surplus where he can for 
what it will fetch. It is to his advantage 
to dispose of the surplus at cost price even, 
so long as he makes a profit on the total 
output. 

There is no doubt that in some instances 
the difference between the domestic and the 
foreign price of the American manufacturer 
is larger than it would be if he had no tariff 
protection. If there were not a duty of 
2% cents a pound on lead the price demand- 
ed in this country would not be 4 cents. 
The price would shrink materially and the 
price quoted to the foreign buyer would 
not be affected. 

What is needed is for Chairman Griggs 
or somebody else to ascertain if possible how 
much of the difference between the foreign 
and the domestic price of American manu- 
factures is due to an excess of protection, 


so the excess may be removed. Then the 


American consumer will be benefited and no 
American industry will be harmed.

THE UNION TRACTION COMPANY. 

President Roach of the Union Traction 
company says its “ prospective profits have 
been taxed into a deficit.” The deficit 
for last year was $247,000. The excess of 
taxes for last gear over the preceding year 
was $290,000, of which $134,000 was on 
account of back taxes. If the back taxes 
bad been paid when due there would seem- 
ingly have been a little money for stock- 
holders. 


There would not have been in reality, 


for during the year $900,000 was added. 
to the floating indebtedness of the company. 
If it had paid no taxes whatever, still it 
would not have been in a position to declare 
a dividend. Therefore President Roach 


dividends have been taxed into a deficit.” 
Something else has happened to turn profits 
into a deficit. A majority of the stockhold- 


ers would like to know what it is that has 


happened. 

It is stated that during the three years’ 
existence of the company it has accumulated 
a floating debt of $2,300,000. Holders of 
preferred stock should havé received dur- 
ing that time dividends to the amount of 
$1,800,000. They have been paid $750,000. 
In view of the growing floating debt it is 
doubtful whether they should have been 
paid anything. The payment of dividends 
while indebtedness grows is not sound 
policy. 

The total reeeipts of the company for 
the year were $7,800,000. Maintenance of 
way and structuré, and of equipment and 
wages absorbed $3,570,000, or about 45 per 
dent. let, with 55 per cent of the earnings 
left to meet their expenses there is a deficit 
and an increased floating debt. Apparently 
the organizers of the Union Traction com- 
pany made a bad bargain when they took 
‘over the north and west side companies 
and the Consolidated Traction company. 
They agreed to pay too much for them. 

The gross receipts of the company in- 
creased $530,000 last year. The, steady 
growth of the city in population insures 
a continuous increase in earnings. Better 
service will make the eurnings larger still. 
There would be a prospect of dividends for 


stockholders at no remote date were it not

AN OLD STORY REVIVED. 

The old story that the states of conti- 
nental Europe are to unite in a commercial 
alliance against the United States has been 
served up again by Washington correspond- 
ents. It is said the visit of the king of Italy 
to St. Petersburg was for the purpose of 
discussing a Furopean tariff war against 
this country. 

The revival of this story seems to be due 
to recent declarations of the Russian gov- 
ernment on the subject of the artifi- 
cial depression of prices by the poli- 
cies of governments and of industri- 
al combinations: Thus far the declara- 
tions in question appear to relate to beet 
sugar rather than to the invasion of the con- 
tinent by American manufactures, sonie of 
which are offered there at prices so low, in 
spite of existing tariffs, as to make the Euro- 
pean manufacturers uneasy. The beet sugar 
question appeals. more forcibly to Rus- 
sia than does the price of American ma- 
chinery, some kinds of which that country 
needs to develop its agricultural resources. 
The pride of Russia is wounded by the state- 
ment of the European powers that it pays 
indireetly a bounty on exported beet sugar. 
The Russian government has said repeated- 
ly that nothing of the kind is done. 

It will take something more than a visit 
to St. Petersburg of a French president or 
an Italian king or the recent notes from 
Minister De Witte to justify the belief that 
the governments of Europe are about to 
combine against the American manufactur- 
ers. One will believe in the combine when 
one sees the agreement officially given out, 
and not till then. It may be conceded that 
many of the governments of Europe eye 
with concern American trade encroach- 
ments, while European manufacturers are 
about as strong believers in protection as 
American manufacturers are, and let their 
respective governments know that they 
want more protection than they have now, 
but it is not an easy matter for the govern- 
ments in question, even though united by a 
common dread of American enterprise, to 
agree on a scheme to check that enterprise.

AN INDIAN GIRL, 
‘Description of the Nature Study 


Picture Given Free with To- . 
day’s “ Tribune.” 


The American Indian in his natural en- 
vironment represents a condition through 
which every race and people has come. For 
that reagon all savage peoples are of inter- 
est, not only for quaint customs and unique 
ideas but because, in a way, they are bio- 
graphical of what we have been. Centuries 
past, perhaps 10,000 or 20,000 years ago, the 
ancestors of the Buropean were no more 
advanced than is the Indian, and the moth- 
ers of the Caucasian occupied a position 
not unlike that of the Indian mother, while 
the girl of the stone age doubtless 
many points In common with the Indian 
maiden who is the subject of Tux Ta- 
UNB nature study today, whose people now 
are where, possibly, the ancestors of the 
European and American were millenniums 
before Egyptian states were founded. 

The earliest records of women tell of her 
as the homekeeper, although not always 
for man, for there is evidence of a time when 
each lived separate in the same dwelling, 
each securing and preparing his or her food. 
She was as well the first agriculturist, as the 
Indian girl and woman are the agriculturists 
of their tribes. It is claimed that woman 
discovered the cultivation of cereals; her lord 
and master hunted the wild beast, while 
she hunted in the forests for nutritious roots 
and bulbs which formed the greater part of 
her food. Possibly some collected bulbs, left 
in good soll near the primitive dwelling, took 


root and grew, and she, seeing this, conclud- [ 


ed that other roots and bulbs would do like- 
wise, and the idea of agriculture was born. 
When increase of population made hunting 
‘insufficient for food required, man took 
up the woman’s discovery, and the race 
progressed through greater security of food 
supply, which finally is the basis of all ad- 
vance. 

The Indian was never crowded enough to 
force him to agriculture as a business, so 
he remained a hunter, while the wife con- 
tinued the farmer. Indian womem do not 
enjoy a wide or varied experience. As babes 
they are treated not unlike other babes, ex- 
cept, when carried about, they are strapped 
to a board called a cradle, and carried upon 
dne mother’s back by means of a strap pass- 
ing over her forehead. They are said to be 
stoical and cry but little, though imprisoned 
for hours, unable to move hand or foot. As 
maidens they learn to cook, prepare skins, 
weave, make fancy work, attend the gar- 
den, and gather maize and roots; in gener- 
al, they look after the tent, home, or lodge. ; 
Married, the Indian girl becomes the head 
of her home and owner of her children, 
and among many tribes has, or had, power 
to divorce her husband if, in her judgment, 
he was lax in supplying the family larder 
or in any way misconducted himself. The 
house property belonged to her, but she 
had little influence in war or the politics 
of the tribe. In early days the men built 
the homes, but wpon the invention of the 
tent shaped tepee, two or three centuries 
ago, the constant wanderings of the tribes 
caused house building and moving to be 
relegated to the women. 

The Indian girl’s day is spent mostly in 
work, and such social life as a small com- 
munity may afford, which under the new 
régime of government support does not 
seem to change much. Few Indians take 
seriously to work, but follow their ancient 
ways, and allow the wife to keep up the do- 
mestic establishment.

to say, it is to constitute the highest 
recognition in the land for merit "’—that 
is, for services rendered to the nation. 

There are quite a number of other nations 
that have orders of merit, so called, even in 
the new world, Venesuela having had an 
order of merit for the last ty years and 
Brazil for the last twelve years, while the 
negro republic of Liberia, on the west coast 
of Africa, likewise confers an order of merit 
upon those who have acquired its good will. 

But none of thése orders has anything in 
common with the Prussian order of merit 
founded by Frederick the Great in 1740, or 
that of Great Britain which has just been 
created by King Edward. 

The Prussian order Pour le Merite 
possesses, like ite English counterpart, only 
one class, and is worn around the neck, sus- 
pended by a black moire ribbon with nar- 
row edges of silver. It has an eight 
pointed pale biue enamel cross, mount- 
ed in gold, between the branches of 
which there are four Prussian eagles 
spreadwise. The cross is surmounted 
by an F.“ and a crowm It is limited to 
sixty members, thirty of them military men 
and thirty civilians. There ie but one Amer- 


K ING EDWARD'S new order of merit, 


namely: the historian Bancroft—and while 
Thomas Carlyle declined the grand cross of 
the English Order of the Bath, as weill as all 
kinds of other titular distinctions, he gladly 
accepted the Prussian order Pour le Mer- 
ite,” conferred upon him by the late Emperor 
William. 

It has throughout the 160 years which have 
elapsed since its foundation maintained its 
reputation as one of the rarest and most 
highly prized distinctions in existence, in 
spite of which there have been several nota- 
ble cases of its declination. Thusit hag been 
refused in turn by Herbert Spencer, by Pas- 
teur, by Francois Arago, and last but not 
least, by the famous German poet Uhland.

The center of the badge 
is of blue enamel, surrounded by a laurel 
wreath bearing on the obverse the words 
For merit and on the reverse the king's 
cipher. The cross is surmounted by the 
imperial crown of gold and colored enamels 
and is worn around the neck suspended from 
a two inch ribbon of garter blue and crim- 
son.

Trade Gossip on Change. 

Estimated receipts today: Wheat,

The Harris-Gates people are steadily mak- 
ing headway in 2 
quantity of corn accummulated by them 
before the collapse of the J uly corner.

The world’s exports of oats since Aug. 1 
last year, according to the Liverpool Corn 
Trade News, have been 68,528,000 bu, or 38 
per cent less than fer the same time a year 
ago.

Irwin-Green are sending out bullish let- 
ters On wheat. They say: “If the gov- 
ernment report compiled for the beginning 
of this month warranted the expectation of 
a crop 130,000,000 bu less than the one of 
last year in the United States, we may as- 
sume ‘confidently that the relative loss 
now is not less than 150,000,000 bu, or 
20 per cent. And a large proportion of this 
smaller crop will be so poor as to be abso- 
iutely unmerchantable, so that it will have 
to 
using it, while a great deal more will be too 
poor in quality to pass muster as No. 2, even 
if put through the cleaning mill. This fact 
is showing up in the receipts. Out of the 
new wheat arriving in this market last week 
less nan 5 per cent graded No. 2, against 61 
per cent for the corresponding time last 
year. Good weather from this on would 
effect an improvement on this terribly poor 
record, but it would not cure the grain al- 
ready sprouted, nor turn otherwise poor 
kernels into good ones. This condition fur- 
nishes a reason for the fact that July wheat 
has been selling here at a premium of Bc 
over September and cash at ic over July, 
though both these premiums did not exist 
simultaneously. But it is far from war- 
ranting the selling of No. 2 for future months 
at current low prices. They say No. 2 is 
scarce here for the filling of contracts for 
this month.

even if there be enough to go round. The 
foreigners may not want from us quite as 
much as they took last year, but we in- 
cline to the opinion they will want more than 
they can gét hold of before harvest time 
in this country next year.” ,

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Pennsylvania Probably Will Not Be a 
Party to Renewal of Anti-Pass 


Agreement. 


The Pennsylvania, it is claimed, will not 
be a party next year to a renewal of the 
anti-pass agreement, because its provisions 
have been openly violated by other roads. 

Considerable business has been diverted 
from the Pennsylvania on account of its 
Observance of the agreement, and the offi- 
clais of the road say they do not propose 
to be hoodwinked again by rival lines. With- 
out the Pennsylvania the eastern roads can- 
not re@nact another agreement prohibiting 
the issue of free passes. 

The trunk lines were the only ones that 
put the agreement in effect and gave it a 
trial. While it has had the effect of obiit- 
erating some abuses, its indifferent enforce- 
ment has been farcical, The cutting, off of 
railroad men from free transportation priv- 
ileges, that were lavishly bestowed upon 
— has been anything but consist- 
ent. 

It is certain, however, that a modified 
agreement will be made that will keep off the 
exchange pass lists owners and officials of | 
insignificant roads. 


Merger Stories Discredited. 

During the last few daye the air has been 
full of new merger reports, none of which, 
however, are receiving much credence in 
railroad circles here. They are bélieved to 
have been put in circulation for the pur- 
pose of booming the stocks of several roads 
that have failed to respond to bull cam- 
paigns heretofore. 

One of these reports, and the latest, is 
that the Pennsylvania has secured control 
of the Santa Fé. Officials of this road claim 
they have no knowledge of any such deal. 
Similar reports have been circulated heres 
tofore, but they proved without foundation. 

Another report that J. W. Gates and those 
associated with him are trying to secure 
control of the Chicago and Alton has been 
telegraphed from New York. The Alton 
is so firmly held by the Harriman syndi- 
cate that neither Gates nor anybody else 
could get it away, and it is so greatly over- 
capitalized as to make a change of owner- 
ship improbable. All the bonds and stocks 
of the railroad company are in Harriman’s 
strong box. 


Moores Back of New Road. 
No doubt is entertained in railroad cir- 
cles that the Rock Island, or rather the 
Moore Bros., are the principal backers of 
the new road which D. H. Moffat, the Den- 
ver financier, proposes to build from Denver 
to Salt Lake City.

HABEAS CORPUS SAVES CONVICT 


Frank F Secures Release from 
Penitentiary on Writ—Opens Way 
to Liberty for Other Prisoners. 


Frank Farrington was released from im- 
prisonment in the Joliet penitentiary on a 
writ of habeas corpus by Judge Brentano 
yesterday.

Charles A. Henrici, Son of the Restau- 
rant Owner, Shoots Himself While 
Despondent—Insane, Relatives Say. 


Charles A. Henrici, the 18 year old son of 
Philip Henrici, committed suicide yesterday 
morning by shooting himself through the 
head. The shot was fired in the presence of 
his brother Philip and sister Anna. The boy 
had been despondent of late and often had 


threatened to take his life. 


At the time of the suicide, which occurred 
in the family residence, 48 Lincoln avenue, 
the boy’s brother and sister were talking to 
him in an effort to cheer him. Without a 
word in reply the youth rose to his feet and 
shot himself. Death was instantaneous. 

Members of the family declare the boy was 
insane. One of the fancies was that he 
should have full charge of the Henrici res- 
taurants. At the time of his death he was 
in the employ of his brother, Philip Henrici 


Jr., in the restaurant in Madison street. 


Wee did everything for the boy that could 
have been done,“ said the brother, Philip. 
He has had his choice of positions, and we 
have tried to humor him ‘on account of his 


peculiar disposition. 


He undoubtedly was 


insane when he shot himself. He had not 


been himself for several days.” ae
